MOTOR TRUCK AND RAILROADS 


The Pennsylvania railroad has been 


experimenting in the east with the sub- 
stitution of motor trucks for the freight; 
train on certain of its branch lines. 
It 


is said the company is well satisfied with 
the results thus far. The trial of the 
pjan raises the question whether rail- 
roads generally throughout the country 
will not find. it to their advantage to 
employ the motor truck themselves as 
auxiliaries for the final distribution of 
less than carload lots and as a means for 
generating freight. 


The motor truck is already proving 


to be a serious contender for way freight 
business. 
In some instances th? track- 


ing is from shipper to purchaser, that is. 
from door to door. 
Even where it is 


not. it hae been supplanting short rail 
hauls largely because of the promptness, 
and convenience of the service. 


Some street railway systems in the 


larger cities have made a similar experi- 
ment with the motor bus. by installing, 
lines of their own to operate in conjunc- 
tion with the main system and in terri-^ 
tories not provided with-trolley service. 
AVe see no reason why railroad compa- 
nies could not install motor truck lines 
in conjunction witK their systems. 
Not 


only could short, -haul shipments of 
freight be readily handled, but less than 
carload lots could be conveniently car- 
ried from convenient terminal points pos- 
sibly quicker than it is now delivered. 


It should be a matter of preservation 


with the rsilroad companies. They have 
a tremendous investment and if they are 
deprived-of the earnings from local busi- 
ness it will seriously impair their reven- 
ues and financial strength. 
The public 


would prefer, we think, to have trucking 
done by the railroads if they wish to en- 
gage in this business as auxiliary to their 
principal service.

are Van Wyck Brooks. Robert Morss 
Lovett, Albert Jay Nock and John 
Macy. Admittedly they are 
icono- 


clasts but they are more than t'.iat: 
they are ripe scholars as well. Lov- 
ett, for instance, was for many years 
professor of English at the Univer- 
sity of Chicago. He is the author of 
a widely use.1 history of English lit- 
erature and he is something of an 
authority on the eighteenth century. 
Brooks is the author of "The Ordeal 
of Mark Twain" and of other books 
that have been somewhat against the 
stream of contemporary American 
thought, and Nock and Macy were 
editors of "The 
Freeman." which
